STILL FORMOSA 
No F a r Eastern solution can omit Formosa. 
7 here stands a government which is it cognized b y 
the United States and holds a seat in the United 
Nations, as representing the Chinese people. The 
fact is that this government was defeated on the 
mainland b y a revolutionary b ody supported in its 
reoellion b y Soviet Russia, also a memb er of the 
United Nations. 
The British and a large numb er of other coun­ 
tries have recognized the Chinese Communists as 
the government of China. They propose that the 
Nationalists b e deprived of their seat :n the United 
Nations and that the Chinese Communists b e given 
that seal. That is one issue that s to b e raised at 
the Bermuda conference b etween P rm e Minister 
Winston Churchill and President Eisenhower. 
Lord Henderson, in a full dre^s speech in fhe 
House of Lords, stated the British position fully: 
"Her 
Majesty’s 
Government 
recogmze 
the 
Peking Government, and there can surely b e no 
dr.ub t that, following a Korean peace, it is the 
Government's intention to support he admission of 
Pekin representatives to the United Nations. 
"The second prob lem, the prob lem of Formosa, 
is more complex and presents specie* difficulties. 
The Pekin Government claim it. The Chinese Na­ 
tionalists occupy it. . . . I have also seen the sug­ 
gestion that Formosa should enjoy a period of 
trusteeship under the United Nations 
What, in 
tact, wid b e the future status of Formosa is a 
m atter which will b e settled in negotiations for a 
F ar Eastern peace, b ut if peace 
hioughout Asia 
is to b e (to use President Eisenhower’s words) 
true and total,’ one clear decision seems to b e 
celled for—that is. that Formosa cannot b e al- 
•owed to continue to b e used as a Cl irese Nation­ 
alist b ase from which to carry on civ’i war and to 
b uild up and launch armed attacks on the Chinese 
mainland. . . .” 
This is a very curious statement. The Formosan 
government was up to 1948 the universally recog­ 
nized government of China, allied .o Great Britain 
as well as to the United States. It had b een tho 
second most important participant 
in the Far 
Easterp phase of World W ar II. The Chinese Com­ 
munists were the insurgents who conducted a civil 
war against the duly constituted government of 
ehina. True, under plans for a truce b etween the 
Nationalists and the Communists arranged b y 
General George Marshall, the reb els were vic­ 
torious on the mainland, b ut they did not succeed 
>n destroying the Nationalists, who took refuge on 
Formosa and have maintained a goverrment there. 
How can Lord Henderson say that the duly <on- 
stituted government, with a seat in tho United 
Nations, is conducting a civil war against the 
reb els? Nothing in international law explains ?uch 
a paradox. No hing under the Unded NaPons 
Charter creates such a condition. Lo^c! Henderson 
was undoub tedly stating the formal policy of the 
British government, which recognized the Chinese 
Communists in pursuit of trade. But these views 
have never pub licly b een proclaimed as the policy 
if either the Truman or the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration. 
As regards a United Nations trusteeship for 
Formosa, it was first mentioned b y Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles in April at an ofT-the- 
record conversation with selected newsmen. Dulles 
sub sequently denied that such was the United 
States plan. The White House also declaimed it. 
This plan will never b e accepted b y Chiang Kai- 
~hek any more then Svngman Rh« e fas accepted 
the occupation of his country b y Chinese Com­ 
munists and Indian troops. From my long experi­ 
ence with Asiatic peoples. I can only see massacres, 
assassinations and terror in the future. The Ko­ 
reans wiil no mor*» sub mit to the presence of Hin­ 
dus in their country than they sub mitted to the 
Japanese and to Chinese Communists. They tven 
opposed a Formosan participating army. 
The Americans were not resisted b ecause the 
Koreans knew, as all Asiatics do. that Americans 
always go home. They are not emnire fcuilders rnd 
they have no desire to occupy the la* ds of other 
peoples. 
That has never b een the history of the Chinese 
or the Hindus, who have in their history occup ed 
areas 
imperiahstically. 
China 
held 
Korea ,in 
suzerainty for 300 years; Japan annexed Korea. 
• Simi’arly, the Chinese Nationalists, while Uiey 
can work with the United States, cinnot risk a 
United Nations trusteeship which can only b e a 
forerurrer to handing the island over to the Chi­ 
nese Communists. 
Our allies have more troub le with our varying 
policies than the countries that engageo us in war.

PAIN IN ABDOMEN 
Many men and women and young adults, when 
pain or uneasiness occurs in ab domen, b egin to 
think of various diseases likely to b e present. When 
they consult their physician they may find it hard 
to properly describ e their symptoms. 
In Postgraduate Medicine, Drs. Paul L. Shallen- 
b erger and Paul B. Kerr, Department of Gastro­ 
enterology, Guthrie Clinic and Rob ert Parker Hos­ 
pital, Sayre, Pa„ state: "Vague ab dominal pain or 
distress is a common and, frequently, a puzzling 
symptom. When it is associated with a history of 
b owel irregularity, such as constipation, colitis 
(diarrhoea) or some equally vague terms, the un­ 
derlying disorder is most frequently due to some 
alteration in the stomach and intestine function 
(not organic disease). 
Because the symptoms so often resemb le or­ 
ganic disease — ulcer, cancer, gallstones — surgi­ 
cal operation may b e performed. When surgery is 
not performed and the patient has had the symp­ 
toms for a long time, Drs. Shallenb erger and Kerr 
state that functional condition (disturb ance in the 
working processes of an organ b ut no disease of the 
organ itself) is likely. 
"This functional b owel disease or group of 
symptoms (syndrome) is the least understood and 
most frequently missed diagnosis in our clinical 
practice.” This syndrome may involve the stomach, 
the small and the large intestine (colitis) affecting 
not only the digestive juices b ut the movements of 
stomach and intestines. Thus in the colon (large 
intestine) there may b e tightening or constriction 
of the muscles of the walls of the colon — con­ 
stipation — or an excessive amount of mucus 
(mucus colitis or diarrhoea). 
As stated often b efore, tension and emotional 
disturb ances are the most frequent causes of these 
vague symptoms in stomach and intestines. These 
physicians remind us that we may all have these 
symptoms when under chronic emotional stress, to- 
i gether with frequent urination and diarrhoea. 
While diet is important in b owel activity, the 
b land diet (concentrated food) with little rough­ 
age may cause constipation and the “rough” diet 
— salads, whole grain cereals — may aggravate the 
ab dominal discomfort. 
Insufficient water intake 
may produce dry hard stools. "The worst hab it is 
that of chronic ab use of the b owel b y use of laxa­ 
tives, enemas, and the otherwise useful colonic ir­ 
rigations.” 
The treatment suggested is (I) psychic, (2) 
general — diet and drugs. 
Psychic — finding cause of chronic anxiety and 
helping patient to acquire calmness of spirit b y 
thorough physical examination, including X-ray 
and food tests, to show no orjganic disease present. 
General — avoid use. of Epsom salts and ene­ 
mas which cb mpletcly empty b owel, leaving noth­ 
ing for the b owel muscles to grip and so strengthen 
themselves. Eating all round meals including fruits 
and vegetab les, and mild laxatives if necessary’. 
Co nstipa tio n

The Hennings bill recognizes that the pres­ 
ent limit of campai;;n expenditure to S3,000,- 
000 is utterly unre;Uistic. Because this sum 
cannot begin to cover the entirely legitimate 
costs of elections, subterfuges and violations 
are encouraged. A new* limit of $10,000,000 
is set by the new bill. Candidates for the 
Senate may spend $50,000 instead of $25,- 
(XX), while for the House the individual limit 
is raised from $5,000 to $12,(XX). 
The present law is evaded by organizing 
all sorts of special committees for a candi­ 
date. As these do not come under the law, 
many givers have freely admitted that, 
though limited to a $5,000 gift for one candi­ 
date, they gave $5,000 to each of a dozen 
committees supporting their men. In one 
state, says Hennings, two candidates for sen­ 
ator each reported spending $4,000. In ad­ 
dition $1,000,000 was spent in their behalf 
by special committes. 
The Hennings bill comes too late to get 
far in this session of Congress. But perhaps 
the next session may act on it. It should 
help to relieve a situation that has been per­ 
mitted to exist for too long.

Thus in the colon (large 
j intestine* there may be tightening or constriction 
J of the muscles of the walls of the colon — con- 
j stipation — or an excessive amount of mucus 
j (mucus colitis or diarrhoea). 
As stated often before, tension and emotional 
disturbances are the most frequent causes of these 
vague symptoms in stom ach and intestines. These 
physicians remind us that we may all have these 
symptoms when under chronic emotional stress, to­ 
gether with frequent urination and diarrhoea. 
While diet is im portant in bowel activity, the 
bland diet (concentrated food) with little rough­ 
age may cause constipation and the "rough" diet 
— salads, whole grain cereals — may aggravate the 
abdominal discomfort. 
Insufficient w ater intake 
may produce dry hard stools. ‘T h e worst habit is 
that of chronic abuse of the bowel by use of lava­ 
g e s , enemas, and the otherwise useful colonic ir­ 
rigations" 
The treatm ent suggested is (I) psychic, «2) 
general — diet and drugs. 
Psychic — finding cause of chronic anxiety and 
helping patient to acquire calmness of spirit by 
thorough physical examination,

and food tests, to show no oi^anic disease present. 
General — avoid use of Epsom salts and ene­ 
mas which completely em pty bowel, leaving noth­ 
ing for the bowel muscles to grip and so strengthen 
themselves. Eating all round meals including fruits 
and vegetables, and mild laxatives if necessary.
